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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 13-18 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) 
in proper dependent form. The intended use does not further limit a claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

4. An article claim cannot have steps, unless it is a staircase or a ladder. The 
examiner presumes that applicants were trying to present a product-by-process claim, 
however it just became a lengthy, confusing hybrid claim meandering through 
polymerization, purification, pelletizing, molding and using the molded articles. 
Re-writing the claim is necessary. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 11-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Walling et al. 3,027,352, Walker 3,235,531, Kakos, Jr. 3,484,399, Grossmann et al. 
3,940,365, Burg et al. 3,980,734, Amann et al. 4,225,703 or Murao et al. 5,458,839. 

7. Walling et al. disclose boron fluoride content in column 2, lines 28-34, monomer 
ratios in Example 8 and claim 6 and moldings in claim 27. Walker et al. teach the 
copolymer in claim 1 and moldings in column 5, lines 20-30. Kakos, Jr. recites 
applicants' composition in claims 3 and 2, colored compositions in Example 4 and 
moldings in Example 6. Grossmann et al. divulge copolymer in column 5, lines 19-64, 
boron trifluoride in column 6, line 16 and moldings in column 7, lines 6-17. Burg et al. 
reveal the claimed copolymer in column 3, lines 35-50 and column 4, lines 34-42, boron 
trifluoride in column 5, line 1 an moldings in column 12, lines 15-26. Amann et al. 
display applicants' copolymer in column 2, lines 4-53, boron trifluoride in column 3, lines 
12-13 and moldings in the patents incorporated by reference. Murao et al. present the 
copolymer in the paragraph overlapping columns 2 and 3, boron trifluoride in column 2, 
lines 47-52 and molding in column 7, lines 5-21. All properties are inherent in the 
composition. Applicants' claims are not novel.
